This Government 
found the Republic of Panama in full, 
complete and peaceable possession of • 
all the isthmian territory. In recog¬ 
nizing the new Republic our Govern¬ 
ment simply followed the well-estab¬ 
lished rule and precedents in such 
cases.

1 When only ten months old he could re¬ 
peat every word spoken to him. At 
twelve months of age be bud memo¬ 
rized all the principal events in the 
I’entuteuch. Before lie lmd finished 
his second year of existence he hud 
learned all the historical parts of both 
the Old and the New Testament. At 
the age of three he could reply correct¬ 
ly to all questions put to him regard¬ 
ing universal history and geography, 
and In the same year he learned to 
speak both Latin and French. 

In his fourth year he employed his 
time in studying religions, especially 
the history of the Christian church, 
lie was not only able to glibly repeat 
all that he had read, but was also able 
to reason with considerable of judg 
ment and to give his own opinion of 
things in general. The king of 1 ten- 
mark wished to see this wonderful 
child, so he was taken to Copenhagen 
After his return to Lubeck he learned 
to write and was beginning on the 
study of music and mathematics; but, 
his constitution being very weak, lit- 
took down and died on June 27, 172.”.

Don’i get your image needle sharp; remember that the lens only looks nt 
nature with one eyes while you view it with two, consequently your vision 
is entirely different from what the camera gives. 

Stand in front of a tree and look steadily at It with both eyes, and you 
will find that the outlines on both sides are slightly diffused, whereas by 
closing one eye the edges become much sharper. This arises from the fact 
that your eyes represent two points of vision at some distance apart, the 
right eye being able to see a little further round the right of the trunk than 
the left eye, and It Is from this fact, from the blending of the two visions 
Into one, that objects in nature appear in relief. 

Aerial perspective is the effect that we see when viewing nature with 
both eyes. Try the experiment of looking at any object with one eye only, 
and you will see the same effect exactl y as Is produced by a sharp photo¬ 
graph. 

To go to the extreme, and blur every line a«d tone together until they are 
all mixed up in one unintelligible tangle. Is, if anything, more atrocious than 
minute sharpness; and the result, viewed from any distance, Is decidedly 
unplenslng, and has the appearance of smudginess—all the beauties of na¬ 
ture, all her sublime devices to make everything pleasing to the eye are 
thereby entirely obliterated, and unless we can produce by the aid of the 
camera some, at least, of those delicate half-tones, the photograph will be 
anything but a representation of nature; no photograph should be diffused 
more than will just soften the outlines or the edges of the tones.

It is always true 
that oue opportunity breds a desire for more opportunities. 
The rural citizen who can now visit Chicago once a week 
with less inconvenience than four trips a year gave him 
before Hie electric roads were built has come to accommo¬ 
date himself to the ways and the tastes of the city. He 
has unconsciously absorbed much of the life of the city. 
; and many of its tastes have become bis own.

Whims Exhibited by Perch and Pick¬ 
erel in n Snllivan County I.ukc. 

“The unaccountable things that fish 
do, whether It Is whim or suspicion 
that prompts them, are an unending 
source of wonder to the observant 
angler,” said one of that guild. 

“With a companion, a young man 
who laid never fished for either perch 
or pickerel Id his life before, 1 once 
went to a well-known pickerel water 
in Sullivan County. It was lu mid¬ 
summer, and we still fished with live 
ininnows, 1 from one side of the boat 
and my companion from the other side. 

"There arc porch In that water, and 
ldg ones. The fish bit fairly well, 
but, while my fellow fisherman caught 
pickerel, not a thing but perch would 
come to my hook. 

“This peculiar division of catch 
showing no sign of changing, we 
changed places in the boat, as 1 want¬ 
ed to land a pickerel or two before we 
quit, and didn't sec any way to do It 
except by fishing at the spot where 
they seemed alone to be. You may 
imagine my amazement, then, when 
tiic first fish 1 caught was a porch and 
my companion still caught pickerel. 

"After he hud caught three big ones 
and I had lauded half a dozen perch 
I suggested that we exchange rods and 
see if that would make any difference. 
To my Joy 1 soon hooked and got into 
the boat the biggest pickerel that had 
been taken all day, and my compan¬ 
ion surprised himself by catching his 
first perch. 

“ '1 can’t understand It,’ I said, ‘but 
your tackle seems to suit the pickerel 
better than mine, and mine seems to 
be the choice of the perch, allhough 
there Is not the slightest difference 
between rods, lines, hooks or bait.’ 

"Rut that wasn’t what ailed the fish 
at all, as I soon found out, for In¬ 
stead of now having my expected s)>ort 
with pickerel, not another one gave 
me even so much as a nibble, and the 
perch Ignored my companion’s hook, 
although we fished faithfully for tin 
hour. 

"Fish often quit lilting thus abruptly, 
and 1 perhaps would have put this 
down n.s an ordinary ease of this kind, 
notwithstanding the odd result of the 
changed rods, if, when 1 handed my 
friend his rod and told him we might 
as well reel In and go home, he hadn’t 
Immediately dropped the minnow in on 
the side where the perch had been bit¬ 
ing, and soon had a pickerel in tow.

Cruelty is both an amusement and a study. So much 
pleasure is derived from it that an Indian is constantly 
thinking out new devices of torture and how to prolong 
to the utmost those already known. His anatomical knowl¬ 
edge of the most sensitive portions of the human frame is 
wonderfully accurate; anil the amount of beating, cutting, 
slashing, and burning he will make a human body undergo 
without seriously affecting the vital powers Is astonishing. 
The bodies of enemies are nlmost always terribly muti¬ 
lated; but It is not generally difficult to tell from the na¬ 
ture of the mutilation whether the body fell into their 
hands before or after death. 

If the body is pierced with many bullet holes or arrows 
or out and slnshed with deep and careless gashes, the spirit 
had passed before the Indian got possession.

The Contrast Between Belgian anil 
American Bench Customs. 

How differently from ourselves Eu¬ 
ropeans do some things is shown by 
the marked contrast between the bath¬ 
ing customs and limthods at the typical 
American beach ami those at a leading 
seaside resort abroad, such, for in¬ 
stance, at Osteml, Belgium.
